No. . FD -DOL /HR /71/ 9481.-- The Governor of Haryana is pleased to make the following rules 
further to amend the rules for scheme for the conduct of Haryana State Lotterries published , -vide notifi 
cation . No. FD /DOL /2055 /68 /ST( 1-3 ), dated the 4th September, 1968, as subsequently amended from time 
to time as follows, namely : 

(i) These rules may be called the rules for scheme for the conduct of Haryana State 

Lotteries ( Third Amendment) . Rules, 1971 . 
( ii) For rule 1 of the Scheme, the following shall be substituted , namely : 
“ The value of a lottery ticket will normally be Re. 1 )- but may be increased by Government 

if necessary . Each ticket book , will conjain 100 tickets or such number as may be 

considered necessary by Government. 
(iii) For Rule 2 of the Scheme, the following shall be substituted, namely : 
“ Distribution of Tickets - Tickets will be distributed through authorised agents. The minimum 

number of tickets to be sold will be 100 or such number as may be fixed by Government 
from time to time. It will be open to an agent to make puchase of any number . of ticket 
books. Tickets once issued will not be returnable but will. be treated as sold . Tickets 

. will not be issued on credit basis under any circumstances." 1 : 
( iv ) For rule 9 of the Scheme, the following shall be substituted , namely : 

“ Additional commission may be allowed to agents at such rates as may be fixed by 
Government from draw to draw and the Director may at his discretion allow this commis 

sion even during the course of the very draw in the interest of sales. 
(v) The words “ an ordinary draw ” occurring in rule 10 of the Scheme, the words the 

First Draw " shall be substituted . 
( vi) For rule 13 of the scheme, the following shall be substituted , namely , 

result of every draw will be published in the leading , newspapers and also 
notified in the Haryana State Gazette . The holders of the prize winning tickets. of . 
First , Second and Third prizes may either produce their tickets in person to the Director, 
Haryana State Lotteries, Chandigarh , after affixing their signatures as also their full 
address on the reverse of the tickets or claim their prizes through any scheduled 
bank having offices in the State Capital.. The prizes for the amounts up to Rs. 100 
shall ordinarily be remitted to the winners by money orders and prizes for the amounts 
exceeding Rs. 4. 100 shall ordinarily be paid by Bank Draft. In the event of a 
prize winner „surrendering the prize winning ticket , personally at the office of the 
Directorate in Chandigarh , the prize amount may be paid in cash or by bank draft 
or partly by cash and partly by bank draft at, his request . 75 per cent of the 1st and 
2nd prizes . may be given in the form of Bank Draft and 25 per cent in the shape of 
National Savings Certificates . Small prizes in respect of tickets surrendered at Delhi Sub 
Office will be paid in cash . Foreign prize winning ticket holders will be paid in the Indian 
Currency. All prize winning tickets shall be surrendered by the holders thereof within 30 
days of the publication of the result in State Gazette , The Director , Haryana 
State Lotteries, may , however , extend the period up to 90 days where satisfied that 
the claim could not be preferred by the holder due to circumstances beyond his 
control. The prizes not claimed within this period shall lapse to Government. A 
ticket which is forged or torn , mutilated or * tampered with shall not be considered 

as a valid , ticket for any prize . 
(vii) . For rules 1.5 of the scheme, the following shall be substituted , namely : 
Printingíof Tickets .-- The tickets will be printed in Government Press, Chandigarb , or at any 

other press of. reputé as may be considered necessary by Goveſoment. Necessary 
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security arrangments will be made for this purpose . The cost of paper and printing 
charges will be reimbursed to the printing press if paper is used by the press on behalf of 
Government. As a check against unauthorised printing and sale of tickets , the fascimile 
signatures of the Commissioner for Planning and Finance , Haryana, will be printed on the 
tickets . Details of the prizes, date of draw and other relevant particulars will be printed on 
the tickets . There w 11 also be a counterfoil to the tickets which should be returned by the 
age.its or salesmen to the Head Office as and when required by the Director of 
Lotteries ."

AWARD 
Some industrial disputes existing between the management of M /s Arial Brothers , Faridabad , and 
their employees were referred for adjudication to this Tribunal by the Governor of Haryana ir, exercise of 
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the powers conferred by clause ( d) of sub - section (1) of Section 10 of the Indnstria ! Disputes Act, 1947, 
vide order. No. ID / FD /160 B / 17833-37, dated 9th June, 1971 with the following terms of reference : 

Whether the workmen are entitled to the grant of bonus for the years 1966-67 and 1967-18 ? 

If so ; with what details ? 
2. Whether contract system should be abolished in the factory ? If so , whith what details ? 

On receipt of the reference usual notices were given to the parties and they were directed to put 
in the respective written statements. Shri Bhim Singh Yadev , General Secretary, General Engineer Mazdoor 
Union , Faridabad who had given the demand notice dated 1st December, 1970 leading to the present 
reference did not file any statement of claim on behalf of the concerned workmen nor did he put his 
appearance in the case. . Shri Krishan Kumar Sharma, Office Secretary of General Labour Union , Faridabad , 
however, appeared in the case under the authority of Shri Roshan Lal Sharma, President of the said union 
to reprensent the concerned workmen . The management filed the written statement on 16th July, 1971 , 
and disputed the demands ofthe workmen covered by the te ms of refe -ence stated above pleading inter alia 
that the demands were barred by an existing settlement , dated 30th January , 1971. The management further 
filed some objections challenging the authority of Shri Roshan Lal Sharma, President General Labour 
Union , Faridabad to represent the workmen in the case. Notica of these objections was given to Shri 
Roshan Lal Sharma but he has filed no reply nor has he come forward to proluce the necessary letter of 
authority from the concerned workmen . Shri Bhim Singh Yadav who had issued the demand notice has 
also appeared today and made a statem :nt on oath that the workers do not want to pursue the present : 
demands in view of an amicable settlement arrived at with the management, vide terms and conditions 
given in the sectlement, dated 30 h January, 1971 , Ex. M - 1. H ; has not been cross examined by söri 
Krishan Kumar Sharma on this point. 

It would this appear, that the concerned workman hav : withdrawn the demands, the subject 
matter of the present reference, in view of the amicable settlement arrived at with the management on 
30th January, 1971 whereby their wag :s have been appreciably increased , and that being so , they are not 
entitled to any relief in respect of the above demands . Shri Bhim Singh Yadev , General Secretary , 
General Engineering Mazdoor Union , Faridabad who had issued the demind notice leading to the present 
reference does not press the demands. Shri Roshan Lal Sharma , President of the General Labour Union , 
Faridabad who wanted to appear and conduct the case on behalf of the workmen has apparently no locus 
standi to do so for want of necessary authority from the workmen . 

Taking into consideration the facts of the case discussed above, a no dispute award is made but 
without any order as to costs.

The following dispute existing between the Municipal Committee , Yamuna Nagar and the sweepers 
working under it was referred for adjudication to this Tribunal by the Governor of Haryana , in exercise 
of the powers conferred by clause (d ) of sub - section (1 ) of section 10 of the Industrial Disputes Act , 
1947, -vide order No. ID/ UMB/ 76- A - 70 / 32531-135 , dated 13th October , 1970 . 

Whether the grades and scales of pay of swapers of the Com nittes should by fixed ? If so , 
with what details and from which date ? 


On receipt of the reference usual notices were given to the parties and they put in their respective 
statements . It is , however, not necessary to go into the merits of the case as an amicable settlement has 
been arrived at between the parties. The management has agreed to fix all the sweepers in the grade of 
70-1-80 with effect from 1st August, 1970 and the fixation has to be made according to the Civil Service 
Rules. The concerned workmen have willingly accep ed this offer which is fair and reasonable . Statements 
of the parties have been recorded . They want the award to be made accordingly. 

I, therefore, make the award in accordance with the above settllement arrived at between the 
parties and hold that the sweepers of the said Committee are entitied to the grad : of Rs . 70-1-80 with 
effect from 1st August , 1970 and the fixation of the above grade shall be made according to the Civil Service 
Rules . In the circumstances there shall be no order as to costs .
